It was Gortland who, yesterday 
as the state's 67th witness before 
Chief Justice John R. Caverly of 
the criminal court, 
who quoted 


Leopold as having declared murder 
to be no crime in his code. 


Add Two Alienists 
As the fourth day's session be- 


gan it was learned that the defense 
had added to its staff of alienists 
two eastern experts noted for their 
work in juvenile delinquency. 
The witness was asked to read 
textually his short-hand notes on 
tty statement that if he decided he 
would prefer life imprisonment to 
the gallows, he would "plead guil- 
ty before a friendly judge." 
For a considerable time there 
after, the cross-examination cent 
ered on the friendly judge conver- 
sation. 
Several times during his ques 


tioning of the witness Mr. Darrow 
conferred with his associate coun- 
sel, Benjamin Bachrach, and the 
boy defendants "listened in" on 
these whispered consultations.

County commissioners of Bur- 


leigh county, in .session today com- 
pleting their budget for the en- 
suing year, adopted the budget 
with a half-mill levy, estimated 
to yield $11,000, included in it for 
a Burleigh county corn and dairy 
show and fair. 


The actic-n of the commissioners 


confirmed the tentative provision 
for this amount in the budget, made 
some days ago. 
Yesterday was 


the time set for hearing on the 
budget, when taxpayers might ap- 
pear and protest or offer sugges- 
tion*. Several.local business mo 
interested in the fair appeared be 
fore the board and asked that the 
appropriation be granted, so that 
a fair association mitfht be organ- 
ized here. 


Strong representations w e r e 


made to the commissioners that 
public opinion throughout the coun- 
ty, as sounded in newspaper inter- 
views and personal conversations 
of those appearing, was for the 
fair. 


Make Big Cut 
The budget us finally adopted 


carried a total of $189,000, includ- 
ing about $21,000 sinking and in- 
terest fund.

experience as a police examiner.

Donnelly, president of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific Railway, today announ­ 
ced that at a m eeting of the board 
of directors held on July 16, 1924, 
approval W’as given to a pian under 
which the 30,000 workers on the 
Northern Pacific will be given in­ 
surance protection. The statem ent 
follows: 
“All employes in the service of 
the railway company si;< months 
or ¡nore will be covered by a cer­ 
tain am ount of’ free life and total 
cfisability insurance, the premiums 
on which will be paid by the rail ■ 
way company without any expeiis • 
wliatsoever to the employes. 
In 
addition the railway company will 
afford to employes in service one 
year or more the opportunity 
to 
purchase additional group life in­ 
surance a t rates far below the cost 
of ordinary individual life insur­ 
ance by assuming part of the pre­ 
mium on such additional Insurance. 
“The whole plan will become ef­ 
fective if and when 70 percent of 
the eligible employes 
have 
sub­ 
scribed to it as requested by the 
law governing group insurance. It 
has been worked out in line with 
the company policy of seeking to 
improve the positron of its 
em­ 
ployes and of making it easier for 
them to make provision for those 
dependent upon them. 
“This plan will not disturb either 
the hospital service or the N orth­ 
ern Pacific Beneficial association 
or the pension system of the rail­ 
way company, but will supplem ent 
them 60 th at when the insurance 
becomes effective employes 
will 
have available additional 
protec­ 
tion against adversity. 
Under 'the 
proposed plan each employe will 
get $250.00 life insurance the pre­ 
mium on which will be paid for in 
full by the railw ay company and 
a t the expiration on one year’s pre­ 
mium this am ount of free insurance 
will be increased to $500.00, con­ 
tinuing a t th a t figure thereafter 
as long as the employe is in ser­ 
vice; in addition to this free life 
insurance, employes who have been 
in continuous service one year or 
more may purchase additional life 
insurance in varying am ounts 
on 
w hat is known as the contributory 
plan. 
The cost of this additional 
insurance p art is paid by the rail­ 
way company and part by the ei^- 
ploye. 
The cost to the 
employe 
per 
$1000.00 of this additional insur­ 
ance will range some 
where be­ 
tween 70 cents and 80 cents per 
month. 
An employe leaving the 
service perm anently for any cause 
may obtain iro m 
the 
insurance 
company w riting the policy at the 
commercial rates applicable to his 
age a t the time he leaves the ser­ 
vice and w ithout medical exam ina­ 
tion, the am ount of insurance car­ 
ried ÍOT him under this plan in­ 
cluding the $250.00 or $500.00 in- 
.surance paid for wholly 
by the 
N orthern Pacific 
Railway 
Com­ 
pany. 
“The insurance is payable in full 
to the beneficiary in case of death 
or if the employe becomes totally 
disabled before he reaches the age 
of 60 years it will be paid to him 
in installm ents. 
Amount'of Insurance 
“The am ount of insurance cover­ 
ed by this single plan will be ap­ 
proxim ately $50,000,000.00. It will 
be the largest single policy 
ever 
w ritten in the northw est, and the 
third largest policy ever w ritten 
on employes of American railroads 
being exceeded only by the policies 
of the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific. 
“This insurance is bought by the 
railw ay 
company 
in wholesale 
am ount and a t wholesale price,” 
said Mr. Donnelly. “The company’s 
only purpose in buying it is to 
make it available to employes at 
rates much less than cost; the em­ 
ploye is not required to stop his 
brotherhood 
insurance 
or 
any 
other insurance. 
Our «im is sim­ 
ply to provide easy insurance for 
all employes who wish it, includ­ 
ing those who, because of age or 
ill health are not able to get it in 
any other way. It is prom pted by 
th e realization which is everywhere 
deepening of the dependence one 
upon the other of em ployer and 
employed. 
“ No railway company in America 
has á body of employes more effi­ 
cient or faithful or loyal than that 
of the N orthern Pacific and it is 
deeply gratifying to the m anage­ 
m ent to be able to extend to them 
this evidence of the company’s ap­ 
preciation.

enthusiasts are mystified over the 
shift in radio signals of Donald B. 
Mac.Millan's “Bowdoin” in the artie 
from the east coast to the west. 
It is a surprising feature of the 
am ateur radio tests th at have been 
conducted during the last year as the 
famous schooner sailed northward 
for further arctic exploration. 
While the vessel sailed up the 
coast of Greenland, Donald Mix, its 
radio operator, was in good two-way 
contact with am ateurs in the eastern 
part of the United States. 
At a 
point farther north, however, 
the 
signals began to be picked up on 
the Pacific coast and the eastern 
amateurs lost contact with Mix. 
This condition existed through all 
last winter, although at times ama­ 
teurs at other points succeeded in 
picking up short messages from Mix. 
For nearly seven 
months 
reliable 
contact was maintained, while 
in­ 
term ittent signals were received dur­ 
ing the rest of the time. 
With the approach of daylight in 
the arctic signals from Mix have 
continued to fall off, except for an 
occasional “all’s well.” 
Contact 
is 
expected to be renewed soon when 
.MacMillan starts for home.

A large number of the counties 
I in western North Dakota arc cutting 
I expenses for the ensuing year to a 
figure below th at of the previous 
year, and a docrease is necessary to 
giver the farm er the encouragement 
and assistance necessary to stage the 
expected come-back, according to F. 
W. Pusch, of the tax departm ent of 
the NTorthcrn Pacific, who is visit­ 
ing these counties as the represen­ 
tative of taxpayers.

The 
decreases 
are -being made, 
however, by the county boards gen­ 
erally 
without ’ any 
requests 
ex­ 
pressed at the budget hearings, or 
assistance, from business men, farm ­ 
ers or other taxpayers, according to 
Mr. Pusch, who has been 
the sole 
representative 
of 
a 
taxpayer 
in 
most counties. The saving th at may 
he made from suggestions advanced 
by his long study of the tax siv 
uation, however, are greater to tho 
general public than the Northern 
Pacific Railway, which he represents. 
Mr. Pusch believes it is especi­ 
ally im portant to have low levies 
made this year. 
W ith good crops 
many 
farm ^ s 
who 
are 
back 
in 
taxes will pay them. If the levies 
ere 
increased there may be ju st 
enough difference to make it im­ 
possible for him to do so, he said. 
The railroad, he declared, is more 
ii'.tercsted in having farm ers on the 
land than the cut in taxes to bcno- 
fi- it. 
W est of River High 
Many counties west of the river 
are still high in their levies, Mr. 
Pusch has found. Of 10 counties ex­ 
amined west of the Missouri, the 
total annual charge for interest and 
sinking funds is $258,000, while in 
eight counties cast of the river the 
total charge is hut $87,000. Yet, his 
examination showed, levies west of 
the river for general expenses gen­ 
erally are higher in proportion to 
counties east of the river, some of 
which have no bond issues. 
There are many ways to cut ex­ 
penses without im pairing th e county 
government, he believes. 
Roads is 
one. 
In some counties graded roads 
have been built where they are sel­ 
dom used. 
One commissioner in­ 
formed him of a graded road in this 
county on which he said a wheci 
had not turned for six months. 
De­ 
mands of people of one district for 
roads, believing some other district 
has been getting an advantage, has 
caused useless expense, he said. Ho 
urges that road expense be segre­ 
gated by commissioners’ district so 
any such argum ent may be answered. 
Bo.mr Net Levies' 
^ Some of the net levies, as pub­ 
lished in budgets or finally approv­ 
ed, in this territory follow; Einiiioiis 
county $70,000, excluding unorgan­ 
ized road districts; G rant $115,000; 
Morton $138,000; Oliver $32,.526; Mc­ 
Lean $9'4,966; Wells $131,813; Bur­ 
leigh $153,348. Mr. Pusch expected to 
ask the Morton county board today 
for reductions, to later appear before 
the Wells county board. The N orth­ 
ern Pacific operates in 32 counties 
Last year, Mr. Pusch said, he ap­ 
peared before five boards and got 
cuts in levies totalling $191,000, and 
in those five counties he was the 
only taxpayer present to ask for 
economy.

And just now they are giving some 
who declare they are not radicals, but progressives, an ex­ 
ample of the difficulties that attend any sporadic political 
movement which has a rather nebulous definition of dis­ 
content as its basis and which seeks to seize power without 
recognition of the rights of all of the people. 
, 
The situation in Minnesota has reached such a point that 
North Dakota’s rather confused politics in the past may 
seem to be clear and mild. 
Senator Magnus Johnson was 
renominated by a huge majority and certainly has appeared 
as radical as he said he would be, but a group in the state 
labor convention denounces him by inference and charges he 
failed to support labor’s measures as he promised. 
The state labor convention, too, found it.self divided on 
the advisability of a third party in the country, which should 
be made up frankly of radicals. A large group. Communists, 
voted against the party because they are opposed to the La- 
Follette group. A larger group voted against a new party 
because they desire to adhere to the policy under which or­ 
ganized labor has grown so powerful in this nation—recog­ 
nizing the chief purpose of the unions, that of bettering their 
economic conditions. 
Again the j^litical situation in the Gopher state is mud­ 
dled when various factions strive for the honor óf organ­ 
izing LaFollettc for President clubs. The Socialists want to 
organize them. The anti-Socialists, who say they are pro­ 
gressives, want to organize them. 
The activity of the radical minorities in Minnesota in 
many organizations makes it quite evident that they are 
not concerned with anything except power for themselves. 
'They do not wish to become members of an organization 
and through a laborious process of education seek to make 
their views prevail. 
They, by intrigue and manipulation, 
are striving for power for themselves, and they are willing 
to s5crTi''e mc.st anything to that end. 
It may he poetic justice that some of those political 
-forcr" w h' have encouraged radicalism and socialism, are 
T' -V righting the same political thought as well as the wholly 
I volutionary communist organization.

Louis, landed a job on a river boat as a laborer, and worked 
hi.s way to New Orleans and back to Minneapolis.

Tirht stuff and a real credit to the educational institution he 
attended.

According to a report Just Is­ 
sued by the Nortli Dakota highway 
commission, 
forty - two 
grade 
crossings — representing the most 
dangerous In that state—have been 
eliminated the past year, and the 
commission announce» that it has 
committed Itself to a settled pro­ 
gram of a similar reduction of 
grade crossings each year. 
Pre­ 
vious to the issuance of this state­ 
ment, a petition largely signed by 
locomotive engineers and firemen 
for the abolition of grade cross­ 
ings had been presented, in which 
it was urged that the deaths and 
accidents due to the existence of 
such crossings were not the only 
evil result, but that tihe shaken 
nerve of the men at the throttle 
shortened their lives and made 
possible an increase in the num-* 
ber of accidents. 
In the building of a highway 
system 
in 
a younfr «tate, 
the 
avoidance of these death traps 
should be thfe first consideration 
of the engineers. 
It is then pos­ 
sible. 
Later, 
when 
money has 
been expended in building a high­ 
way, it is exceedingly difficult to 
aoandon the route and get flnaiicey 
to rehuid. 
As an instance, on a 
stretch of seventy miles on the 
Glacier trail—one of the trunk 
highways running west of Fargo— 
the road performed a perfect zig­ 
zag across the Northern Pacific 
railway tracks. 
Not less than a 
dozen crossing» were made. 
By 
a little planning and the building 
ot a few stretches of new road, the 
highway commission reduced the 
number to two or three, keeping 
the highway for the most part on 
the north side of the railroad. The 
railroad was “there first” and by 
priority was entitled to this con­ 
sideration, K hnmdnitarian 
mo- 
ttves were left out of the calcula­ 
tions. 
The highway that weave» 
back and forth across a railroad, 
as for example, the St. Paul-Du- 
liith road. Jeopardizes 'both rail 
and automobile traffic and lives.— 
St. Paul Dispatch.

The older generation is a bit bewildered as it watches 
some of the new-fangled scientific ways of rearing babies. 
We quote a white-haired grandma. 
"Land's sakes! If these modern baby doctors are right, 
it’s a wonder to me that all the infants didn’t die in the 
cradle back yonder when I was young. 
‘ . ,, 
“Everything has to be sterilized—spoons, can opener.s, 
nipples for nursing bottles, rattles, cooking utensils. 
We 
never thought of boiling things baby used long ago. 
"My children drank water right out of the spring. Now 
it has to be boiled. Cow’s milk isn’t good enough—has to be 


‘jg isolated. 
Room of his own. No one allowed 
near him except mother. We used to cuddle them right into , 
bed with us. And everyone who came to the house kissedl 
us. 
and fondled fhem. 


The answer to this is that a much higher percentage of 
babies died in the old days than now. You frequently read 
about some scientist boasting that the average duration of 
human life is longer by years than it used to be. This doesn’t 
mean that people who reach maturity live much longer. It 
means that fewer children die in babyhood an« early youth. 
This brings the average up. 
. 
. , 
.. 
For this, thank science and its "new-fangled ways” — 
especially sterilization. 
. 


Another thing: Babies have to have greater care-now 
because there are more things to be careful about than there 
used to be. More reasons, that is, for being careful. More 
germs—particularly common colds, so dangerous to infants. 
Our generation is living unnatural lives, compared with 
grandma’s generation. Physically we are weaker, and this 
shows in the inheritance. 
The health environment into 
which a modern baby is bom is decidedly, inferior to that 
back yonder. Water, food and even the air are more polluted. 
Each year, fewer mothers can nurse their young. That’s a 
result of liviiTg unnatural lives. 
Young mother, obey the doctor’s instructions unless you 
want to endanger your child’s life. Don’t let the old-timers 
stir you from your^determination to give baby the best pro­ 
tection available by modern science. The health of woman­ 
hood and manhood is largely determined in the cradle,

DIFFICULTIES IN MINNESOTA 


Minnesota has a good sprinkling of what may be termed 


real radicals. They do not object to the designation. They 
shout their radicalism. And just now they are giving some 
who declare they are not radicals, but progressives, an ex- 
ample of the difficulties that attend-any-sporadic political 
movement which has a rather nebulous definition of dis- 
content as its basis and which seeks to seize power without 
recognition of the rights of all of the people. 


The situation in Minnesota has reached such a point that 


North Dakota's rather confused politics in the past may 
seem to be clear and mild. Senator Magnus Johnsgn^was 
renominated by a huge majority and certainly has appeared 
as radical as he said he would be, but a group in the state 
labor convention denounces him by inference and charges he 
failed to support labor's measures as he promised. 


The state labor convention, too, found itself divided on 


the advisability of a third party in the country, which should 
benmade up frankly of radicals. A large group, Communists, 
voted against the party because they are opposed to the La- 
Follette group. A larger group voted against a new party 
because they desire to adhere to the policy under which or- 
ganized labor has grown so powerful in this nation—recog- 
nizing the chief purpose of the unions, that of bettering their 
economic conditions. 


Again thp political situation in the Gopher state is mud- 


dled when various factions strive for the honor of organ- 
izing LaFollettc for President clubs. The Socialists want to 
organize them. The anti-Socialists, who say they are pro- 
gressives, want to organize them. 


The activity of the radical minorities in Minnesota in 


many organizations makes it quite evident that they are 
not concerned with anything except power for themselves. 
They do not wish to become members of an organization 
and through a laborious process of education seek to make 
their views prevail. They, by intrigue and manipulation, 
are striving for power for themselves, and they are willing 
to ;;"cr'fVe most anything to that end.

Not every community lias been visit­ 
ed. yet the four teams traveling by 
auto into different scetions have been 
able to gather much first-hand in- 
fuimation concerning needs and the 
general efficiency of religious work. 
Particular effort has been made to 
discover the unchurched fields. 
The 
results of the field study were tabu­ 
lated and presented at a 
meeiing 
of all the groups on Tuesday of this 
week—just one week from the day 
on which the teams were assembled 
at Jamestown, says an announcement 
of the group whicii continues the 
story of their activities us follows: 
This Joint-Study was the result of 
a conviction on the ^ a r t of chuich 
workers here as well us Home .Mis­ 
sion Secretaries that both conditions 
and the tTiristiun ideals call fur a 
better distribution of Christian forces 
if the Church is to succeed and merit 
support. 
The task is too great fur 
any single denomination. 
The forces

Trying to Keep Step 
Christian workers are realising the 
necessity of adapting methods to the 
day in which they live.

executives of this state are endeav­ 
oring to keep step with the wheejs 
of progress. 
They propose to face 
the task .together and to devise a 
plan whereby the hands of eiich may 
be strengthened. 
At their meeting 
in Fargo Tuesday, urrungem enls were 
made for such an organisation as will 
niuke possible fellow.shiji anil counsel 
in the work for the future.

This is not a move for the uniting 
of different denominations or the 
promotion of iniion or independent 
churches. . It is rather an attem pt 
to distribute responsibility and to 
co-operate so that unchurched fields 
may be cared for and overchurched 
fields 
may 
possibly 
in 
time 
find 
some relief. 
There are 
plenty of 
fields for all, and only through co­ 
operation can all be efficiently serv­ 
ed. 
Experience on the field stieng- 
thens the feeling that the union or 
independent church does not offer 
the desired solution. 
Such a church 
is self-centered, having no connec­ 
tion with the wider circle of Chiis- 
tian service. 
Judging by the present 
efforts of union churches to get to­ 
geth er and the fact that an agent 
has thus been employed to prcmote 
the organization of such churches, 
this course only 
complicates 
the 
problem by developing what is virtu­ 
ally another denomination. 
The bet­ 
te r plan fo r the present seems to be 
to divide territory, and not disin­ 
tegrate the religious forces at a time 
when all their enemies are so well 
organized.
